About a month ago the announcement was 
sent forth that the lunatic asylum for the state, 
at Milledgeville could accommodate no more 
insane persons, as its capacity was already 
greatly overtaxed, more than one hundred in- 
sane persons being confined above the capacity 
of the building. 

About this time something like an epidemic 
of insanity seems to have set in in Atlanta, 
and it became a daily occurrence for a de- 
mented person to be adjudged insane by the 


ordinary. 

Up to yesterday there have been seven in- 
gane people in the jail. And for the time 
being the jailer occupied the position of a 
warden over the insane. 

The crazy people were visited daily by Dr. 
Eli Grittin, and everything in his power was 
done for the unfortunates. 

So well did the patients prosper under the 
treatment of the county physician that, on 
yesterday, one of them was pronounced cured 
and he was given his liberty. He was Max 
Schifferer, well Known about the city, and 
bas for many years been a bartender. About 
three weeks ago Schifferer was picked up by a 
policeman, raving mad. He was confined in 
a cell, but so violent was his madness that he 
tore his clothing and scratched his face up 
terribly. Judge Calhoun pronounced him in. 
sane and committed him tothe jail. He im- 
proved steadily until yesterday when he was 
let go. He appears perfectly sane at present. 

Mrs. Postell, a whige lady of good family, 
was carried to the asylum yesterday. She has 
been in jail about three weeks, and has caused 
the jailers a great deal of trouble by her con- 
tinus! talking. 

Julia Carter, an old negress, was also sent to 
Milledgeville yesterday. 

A New Jail. 


The present grand jury will recommend the 
building of a new jail.

in a body, and was shown through by the 
jailer. 
" They went through the main prison, where 
felons and prisoners charged with misde- 
meanors are kept; through the female depart- 
ment, through the moonshiners’ quarters, 
through the yards, the cookrooms and even to 
Steve Rvan’s cell. 

They foun i the jail in an exceptionally neat 
and cleanly condition. The walls were nicely 
whitewashed the floors clean and the jailyard 
free from trasu 

‘The members of the grand jury were sur- 
prised at the splendid condition in which the 
old ramshackle structure is kept and they 
will report complimenting the jailers upon 
their efficiency. 

But they are not satisfied with the structure 
use| for the Fulton county prison. 

They took a good Jook at it and shook their 
heads as tothe wisdom of continuing to pack 
prisoners into it. 

The jail committee, of which Colonel A, J. 
West is chairman, will reportin afew days 
as to the advisability of a new jailand wi!] 
make recommendations. 

A member of that committee said yester- 
ay: 

‘Of course the committee will recommend 
the building of a new jailinthe report. The 
need is too apparent to be overlooked. That 
oid rat trap might have sutticed for this 
county twenty years ago, but acity like At- 
lanta and acountv like Fuiton will not be 
content with such a building as that any 
Jonger. It’s a reflection on the county.”

The Speech of General Sickles. 

Singular to say, General Daniel E. 
Sickles, the veteran democrat, has sur- 
vived the malicious attacks forwarded 
to this town by the Wall street literary 
bureau. He was well enough to receive 
and to appreciate the hearty reception 
accorded him at DeGive’s last night. If 
further proof is needed it is to be found 
in the splendid address which he deliv- 
ered to Atlanta democrats, the full text 
of which’ we print this morning in an- 
other place. 

Those who did not hear the address 
delivered missed something, but even in 
cold type, the speech retains in some de- 
gree the individuality of the man. It 
is a clear, simple, convincing statement 
of facts. General Sickles was invited to 
Atlanta by democrats who have an earn- 
est desire to know something of the 
real situation in New York. To this de 
sire the distinguished orator addressed 
himself, and the result is a direct and 
forcible presentation of the facts in the 
case by a man who knows what he is 
talking about. The simplicity with which 
this exposition of the situation is made 
adds effectiveness to its completeness. 

We do not see how the projectors of 
the Wall street movement have helped 
either their purposes or the chances of 
Mr. Cleveland by pursuing General Sick- 
les to Atlanta with their slanders; for, 
hereafter, so far as Georgia and the south 
are concerned there will be no misunder- 
standing as to the _ situation in New 
York. Old lies nor new ones will prevail. 
The Wall street agents can no longer de- 
ceive this people as to the attitude of the 
democracy of New York state. General 
Sickles was chairman of the democratic 
state convention, and is a delegate at 
large to the democratic national conven- 
tion. He is entirely familiar with demo- 
cratic sentiment in New York, and he 
has presented the facts from the point of 
view of a democratic leader. 

He shows that the democratie organi- 
zation Which the Wall street malcontents

Governmental structures and soctal adapta- 
tions of any group of men as civilized as we 
must vary with the location of the earth's 
surface to secure that end and alm, the pro- 
gressive individual form in the pursuit of 
happiness. 

“That,” remarks The News and Con- 


rier, “looks well, and doubtless it sounded 
well, but what it means we do _ not 
know, and will wager the electoral vote 
of South Carolina that one democratic 
voter in the hundred will not be able 
to interpret its meaning without the aid 
of an unabridged dictionary or an encly- 
clopedia of political knowledge.” This 
is intended to be both critical and humor- 
ous. Yet it is about as sinall a piece of 
journalistic shystering as we have seen 
in many a day. What Senator Hill did 
say was apt and to the point, showing 
the thoughtful appreciation of the polit- 
ical student and philosopher of the pe 
culiar condition of the south. 

“The governmental structures and go- 
cial adaptation of any group of men as 
civilized as we must vary with location 
on the earth’s surface to secure that end 
and alin, progressive individual freedom 
in the pursuit of happiness.

The News and Courier has a column 
or more of such criticism which is be- 
neath the dignity of even partisan jour- 
nalism.

A DUEL AT SBA, 


Two Americans May Fight on Board a 
Ship 


AND SETTLE A QUARREL BETWEEN ’EM, 


James Coleman Drayton and Hal- 
lett Alsop Borrowe. 


ATTEMPTED TO FIGHT IT OUT. BEFORE 


This but Their Friends Interfered. 
Cause of the Quarrel—Gossip of 
the Federal Oapital. 


Washington, March 18.—(Special.)—The 
New York Sun today publishes a London dis- 
patch which gives the sensational details of a 
quarrel which exists between James Coleman 
Drayton and Hallett Alsop Borrowe, well 
known Americans. Both men are passengers 
on the White Star steamship Majestic, which 
left Queenstown for New York Wednesday 
night, and it is thought possible that the 
trouble between the men may culminate in a 
tragedy on shipboard. 

Borrowe is the son of Samuel Borrowe, vice 
president of the Equitable Assurance Society 
Mr. Drayton is a native of Philadelphia 
and sis of an excellent family. 
His wife, Augusta, is the third daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. William Storr. For the two 
months the American colonies of Landon and 
Paris have heard vague rumors of a prospect- 
ive duel between Mr. Borrowe and Drayton, 
growing out of suspicions entertained by 
Drayton regarding Borrowe’s friendship with 
Mrs. Drayton, which Borrowe bas always de- 
clared to be entirely platonic. 

Mr. Drayton endeavored to bring about a 
duel. Mr. Borrowe was ready enough, but his 
seconds, Harry Vanemilband and Edward 
Fox, refused to allow him to fight on the 
ground that Drayton’s conduct in accepting 
money and the fact that he had suspicions of 
his wife five years before he _ had 
cha!lenged Borrowe forfeited his right to ask 
for the satisfaction of a gentleman. In this 
decision the seconds were upheld by no less 
authorities than Aurelian Scholi and the Duc 
de Morny, two of the most celebrated duelists 
in France. Nevertheless, Drayton has not 
hesitated, among his friends, to class Bor- 
rowe’s conduct as cowardice. Mr. Drayton 
has taken his children from his wife and left 
them with friends in Wales. Mrs. Drayton is 
in London, living in Mayfair. Her mother 
and father, Mr. and Mrs. William Astor, are 
in Paris. Itis probable that the present con- 
ditions will result in a divorce. 


Objected to the Subheads. 


Almost the entire day in the house was 
occupied by Messrs. Williams and Walker, 
both of Massachusetts, in a personal con- 
troversy, Mr. Williams, rising to a ques- 
tion of privilege, moved to strike from the 
record that portion of the speech Mr. 
Walker, delivered Tuesday last which had 
not been delivered by him. Portions of the 
speech which had not been uttered on the 
floor Williams objected to as being of a per- 
sonal and insulting nature. Subheads ap- 
peared in the printed version of the speech 
which Williams thought had no business 
to be there even if their character had been 
inoffensive. 

Mr. Walker explained that the headlines 
had not been inserted by himself: but that 
the copy of Lis speech which had been ed- 
ited by his (Walker's) clerk had through 
some accident been sent to the printer. He 
asked that these headlines be stricken from 
the record, but he objected to 
any other excision. The discussion 
was closed by the adoption of.a 
resolution offered by Mr. MeMillin, pro- 
viding that the printed (and not we deliy- 
ered) speech of the gentleman from Massa- 
chusetts (Walker) be referred to the com- 
mittee on printing, with instructions to the 
committee to report whether or not the 
privileges of the house have been violated 
in the publication of the same, whether or 
not any portion thereof should be expunged 
from the record and whether any other ae- 
tion should be taken by the house in the 
premises. 

It Annoys the Repnblicans. 


Th republican leaders here are very much 
annoyed over a reported deal between the 
democrats and third partyites in several of 
the western states. The deal is said to be 
that the democrats of such states as Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Minnesota and Wisconsin 
shall vote the entire third party ticket for 
president and congressmen this fall. Such a 
combination would carry these states. It 
would give the congressmen to the third 
party and throw the presidential election 
into the house which would mean the certain 
election of a democratic president. 

Jerry Simpson is said to be the author of 
the plan and is engaged in sounding the 
democrats on it. Representative Castle, 
of Minnesota, a democrat, said tonight that 
such a plan was not ouly practical and 
feasible, but he believed that it would be 
adopted. He added that it made no differ- 
ence to the democrats whether alliance or 
democratic electors were chosen so long as 
the state was kept out of the republican 
column and the election of a president by 
the house made possible. 

“The plan is an easy one,” he said, “and it 
only rests with the democrats to put it into 
effect, as the alliance has already made 
overtures to the democratic party in the 
northwest.” 


The Day in Congress. 


The house consumed all of today in pri- 
vate bills. Tomorrow the day will be de- 
voted to eulogies on the late Senator 
Plumb, Monday the military appropriation 
bill will be passed and Tuesday the silver 
bill is to be taken up. On account of these 
orders the continuation of the tariff dis- 
cussion is postponed until week after next. 
It will perhaps consume two weeks more of 
the time of the house, but in’ the interim 
several appropriation bills will be passed. 

The business of the house is more than 
two months ahead of the past two  con- 
gresses, and if the senate does not delay ad- 
journment, the house will be ready for it 
by the middle of June.

COTTON STATISTICS. 


Production a Great Deal in Excess of Con- . 


sumption. 


Washington, March 18.—The March report 
of the statistician of the department of agri- 
culture was issued today. It shows that the 
production of cotton of the world exceeded the 
consumption more than a million and one-half 
baies in 1890 and a further greatly enlarged 
excess in 1891, glutting the markets, increas 
ing visibie stocks during the past year more 
than one million one hundred thousand bales, 
and reducing the Liverpool price of middling 
upland from 61-6 pence in January, 1890, @ 
4 1-8 pence in January, 1892. It states thdt i 
two years this country has produced excess 


_ above the normal requiremenis of more than 


two million bales, and indicates a heavy redue 
tion as the only possible remedy, otherwise the 
agriculture of the south wiil suffer worse than 
the western agricuiture ever lias. It declages 
that the cotton states must be agriculturally 
selt-sustaining, that new crops must be intro 


| duced, as the agricultural population has out 


grown the capacity of cotton to support it.

POISON DID IT. 


A Mysterious Suicide at the Kimball 
House. 


CHARLES B, AVERY'S LAST DRINK 


Wasa Mixture of Morphine and Water, 
Taken .in a Room at ‘the Kimball, 
Where He Died. 


A startling discovery was that which 
Special Officer Burks made at room 419 
at the Kimball house yesterday morning. 

Lying on a bed, as though asleep, was 
Charies B. \Avery, a well-known young 
drug clerk, cold in death. An examina- 
tion revealed the fact -that he had been 
dead a number of hours. 

It was Wednesday night when Avery 
walked up to the desk at the Kimball house 
and secured a room. With the clerk he left 
instructions to be called at noon the follow- 
ing day. 

That the young man did not take his own 
life that night and was not dead twenty- 
four hours when found was evidenced by 
the statements of the bell boy, who took 
him a piteher of ice water at 6 o’elock on 
Thursday morning. 

‘At 12 o’clock the door of room 419 was 
vigorously rapped on to rouse the occupant 
as requested, No further attention was 
paid the drug clerk that day. 

larly yesterday morning an effort was 
made to enter the room. Every attempt 
to enter proved unsuccessful and the cir- 
cumstance began to grow suspicious. 

It was reported at the office shortly after 
1 o’clock and immediately Officer Burks 
went to investigate the matter. A loud 
rap, a shake of the door that availed noth- 
ing, and then the officer secured a ladder 
and mounted to the transom. 
in this way he entered, and struck a 
light,. 

Then turning to the bed he discovered 
young Avery lying upon his back,apparently 
sleeping soundly. A moment later, how- 
ever, he discovered that the drug clerk was 
dead. 

A messenger was hastily detailed by the 
patrolman to secure a_ physician. Dr. 
Huzza responded, and, after an examina- 
tion, he pronounced Avery dead, and stated 
that death had ensued several hours be- 
fore. 

It Was Morphine. 

Morphine did it, and the drug had been 
taken with suicidal intent. A small en- 
velope was found on a_ table in the room,on 
Which the word “Poison” was written. Just 
beneath this was, “Morphine,” In another 
portion of the room were two wrappers 
of white paper in which the deadly poi- 
son had evidently been. put up. 

Everything about the apartment showed 
very = great confusion that  indicatd 
the carelessness of one who contemplat?1 
such a step as did Avery. 

There were no written statements to ex- 
plain the cause of the suicide—nothing ex- 
cept a few Latin words which were trans- 
lated. “No man is heir to the living.’ 

Ollcer Burks immediately notified Cor- 
oner Davis, and then the body was removed 
to Switts undertaking establishment.

A DESPERATE ENCOUNTER. 


During Which a Policeman Kills a Negro. 
Wanted for Wife Beating. 


A desperate encounter took place yester- 
day, a policeman, his brother-in-law and 
a notorious negro being the participants. 

One of them was killed, another danger- 
ously wounded and the other seriously cut. 

An effort to arrest the darky—resist- 
ance—and the shooting and eutting fol- 
lowed. 

The tragedy took place about 2 o'clock 
in the eastern portion of the city. A week 
ago George Daniels was reported at police 
headquarters as being wanted for wife- 
beating. He succeeded in eluding the force 
until yesterday, when Patrolman Norman 
found him at his home near the corner of 
Lovejoy and Pine streets. 

With the officer was his brother-in-law, 
who had been asked to lend his assist- 
ance. 

As the two men approached the house, 
the negro saw them and started to make 
his escape. 

He was pursued, and, at the corner, was 
overtaken. As Norman placed his bands 
on Daniels, the darky drew a_ pocket- 
knife, and attempted to use it. 

He was met with a blow from the police- 
man’s club. It failed to have any effect. 
Instantly he stabbed Norman, who stagger- 
ed back from the effects of the wound. 

Then Daniels tarned on Stewart. who 
was endeavoring to hold him, and had cut 
bim about the face three times when Pa- 
trolman Norman regained his balance. 

Instautly the. oflicer drew his revolver 
and shot the negro. 

The ball entered the left side, penetrating 
the heart, and death was instantaneous. 

Daniels staggered and fell at the feet of 
the two men, who were themselves bleed- 
i R. profusely. 

Norman was too weak to stand, and. as 
quickly as possible, the residents round 
about, who had gathered when the shot 
was heard, ran to his assistance. 

He was carried to his home on Fowler 
street, and there it was found that the 
blade had entered his right lung. It was 
seen to be a very dangerous wound, and 
his condition was pronounced critical last 
night. é 

There are chances for his recovery, and 
they will be utilized to the fullest advan- 
tage. 

Mr. Stewart was not so badly wounded, 
and, last evening, was resting easily.

NEW YORK, March 18.—Liverpool failed to bear out 
the promise of yesterday’s good cables for the opening 
this morning was nearly 2-64d decline, and the close 
was a trifle easier.

MUST IGE THE CARS. 


A Case of Great Importance to Ship- 
pers of Froit and Meat. 


THE RAILROADS HELD RESPONSIBLE 


For Failure to Ice Refrigerator Cars in 
Transit— A Verdict Affecting 
Large Interests in Georgia. 


A verdict of $870 given in the city court 
yesterday is much more important than the 
amount seems to indicate. 

The case of A. M. Shomo against 
the Richmond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany, which was decided yesterday in 
Judge Westmoreland’s section of the city 
court, has an important bearing on a large 
interest, not only in this state, but through, 
out the country. It affects the shipments 
of all perishable goods transported in re- 
frigerator cars, particularly shipments of 
fruit, vegetables and meat. This amounts 
to a large sum in Georgia, and the respon- 
sibility forsits safe carriage is a matter-of 
great importance. 

The point involved is the responsibility of 
the railroads for the temperature of. the 
refrigerator cars. 

The growth of the business in refrigerator 
shipments has been rapid, and the démand 
for cars bas been greater than the railroads 
were able to supply without withdrawing 
too large a part of their resouces from 
other business. But the (movement of 
perishable goods demanded the cars, and 
outside companies undertook to supply 
them. The custom of these car trusts is 
to build rolling stock and rent it to the 
railroads at so much a mile. Thousands of 
cars of all sorts are supplied in this way, 
and, among them, a great many refrigera- 
lor cars. 

The Richmond and Danville railroad was 
using refrigerator cars obtained in this 
Way, and, in the summer of 1888, 240 
crates of peaches were loaded in one of 
them at Atlanta and sent to Philadelphia. 
The car was iced here, and it was expected 
that it would be iced again on the way. 
Mr. Shomo, the shipper, claims that it was 
the duty of the railroad company to do 
this, and the railroad claims that it only 
agreed to haul the cars to Philadelphia, 
and was not responsible for the failure to 
replenish the ice. 

The fact was that the ice was not re- 
plenished, the temperature went up, and 
the peaches rotted. Mr. Shomo brought 
suit against the company, and the case was 
tried in the city court yesterday. After 
the introduction of evidence and argument 
for the plaintiff by Mr. James Mayson, 
and for the defendant by Mr. Tom Cobb 
Jackson, the jury decided that the railroad 
was responsible. Accordingly, a verdict 
for the full amount of S870, less the 
freight, was returned for the plaintiff. 

How Much for a Leg? 

Judge Van Epps’s court was engaged 
yesterday on the conclusion of the case of 
Smith against the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad. The argument was 
concluded, and the jury went out. Mr. 
Smith asks for $10,000 damages for a leg 


lost while he was in the service of the com- 
pany.

R. G DUNS REPORT. 
A General Review of the Country's Business 
for the Past Week. 

New York, March 18.—Business failures 
occurring. throughout the country during 
the last week, as reported to R. G. Dun 
& Co., number for the United States 208, 
Canada 32: total 240, against 256 the week 
previous. Storms, bad weather and bad 
roads have g.uch retarded trade during the 
past week, reducing the movement of gram 
and curtailing the retail trade in many 
cities: but, nevertheless, reports” indicate, 
on the whole, an improvement in the dis- 
tribution of goods and fairly sustained 
the demand, in some branches increasing 
for manufactured products. There is no 
trouble anywhere about money, even at the 
south the markets being fairly supplied 
with a light but rather better demand, 
while almost all the most active are still met 
by an ample supply. Rates on call here 
have remained unchanged at 11-2 per 
eent. Sterling exchange has been unalter- 
ed, and, at $4.87 1-2, is below the exporting 
point, wile imporis of  nprchandise 
show a large increase over Jast year, for 
half of March 10.4 per cent. There also 
appears an increase in domestic exports for 
the two weeks of March of about 6 per 
cent. But’ vast supplies of Some great 
staples have produced phenomenally low 
prices during the past week, particularly 
65-4c for cotton, 9Sc for wheat, 46e for 
corn, $16 for No. 1 anthracite iron, and 28e 
for Ohio XX wool. These low prices cause 
not a little disheartenment in some 
branches of the trade, although movements 
of products continue active. Reports from 
interior cities are generally more en- 
couraging. At Philadelphia, an excellent 
distribution of dry goods is seen, the move- 
ment of dress goods being rapid, though 
the retail trade js backward. A moderate 
improvement is seen in wool; the trade 
in upholstery goods is busy, and in kuit 
goods better than last year; while in cotton 
the trade is good in a few specialties, but 
generaily dull. The grocery trade is fair, 
sugar being active because of reports that 
refineries have been purchased by the trust. 
In jewelry, paints, oils and liquors 
no change is seen; tobacco 
ami chemicals are quiet and trade in glass 
is moderate, but in plate glass fair. In 
great manufactures there is a general activ- 
ity, especially in cottons, though print 
cloths and prints move less rapidly, but the 
demand for export goods is larger. In 
woolens makers of overcoatings and cloak- 
ings are happy, and the movement in dress 
goods is unusual for the season, while a 
stronger demand 1s seen for higher wors- 
teds, and a singular concentration of men’s 
wear demand upon cheviots. In knit goods 
the market favors buyers, but carpets are 
steady. Sales of pig iron at low figures 
continue, some makers even contracting for 
such prices for the whole of this year. Bes- 
semer iron at Pittsburg has soi at $14.50:

The 
demand for bar iron is dull, but for plates a 
little better, though prices are demoralized. 
The market for copper seems to indicate 
some agreement, and is stronger, but coal 
is dull. The treasury has been putting out 
$1,600,000 more money than it has received 
in March, but. some movement from New 
York to the interior is seen. The stock 
market has not been such as _ to 
encourage much foreign selling, but shows 
no such weakness as past shipments of se- 
curities from abroad might naturally have 
caused. The railroads are doing a heavy 
business, the earnings in February and in 
March thus far exceeding last year’s by 
13 to 14 per cent. _ Speculation in industrial 
stocks has been stimulated by the Alabama 
combination, _ the reported purchase of 
sugar refineries, rumors of a& copper alli- 
ance, and the legal proceedings against a 
coal combination in Pennsylvania.

I$ THE FRUIT HORT 
By the Present Severe Spell of Cold 
Weather ? 


PROMINENT FRUIT MEN INTERVIEWED, 


Some Say the Fruit Has Been Killed, 
While Others Maintain That It Has 
Withstood Worse Weather. 


Griffin, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—Hard 
weather this on the fruit, and it may be all 
killed before it is over. Indeed, some con- 
sider it killed already, while not a few are 
heard to say it never gets killed in March, 
and still others say the peaches bloomed 
in moonlight, and they never knew fruit 
killed when the bloom came by the light of 
the moon. The fruit industry in our com- 
munity has assumed such proportions that 
the crop is looked forward to by all as of 
almost equal importance to the fall harvest- 
ing of the cotton crop, so far as its money 
value is concerned. 

Karly this morning ice began to form; 
the ground was freezing fast and all gave 
up hope. Later it was snowing and it 
looked as if we were to have a snowstorm 
visit us intsead of the usual spring weather. 

In order to get at the situation your cor- 
respondent sought interviews with several 
gentlemen in regard to the present condi- 
tion and prospects of the crop. 

Mr. W. H. Powell is positive it is all 
killed and that early vegetables are in a 
bad fix. He says the peach blossoms were 
full of water and it froze in them, thereby 
destroying the germ. 

Dr. R. A. MeDonald held a different 
view, stating that peaches were never all 
killed in Mareh or when they were in 
bloom. He cites last year’s experience to 
prove his theory. When the freeze Came 
then, the fruit was further advanced than 
now, he says. 

Colonel I’. M. Ison says fruit is never 
killed when the tree blooms in moonlight 
nights. He says on April 21, 1866, there 
was snow, followed by sleet, but the fruit 
was good, and that the blooms came dur- 


| ing the light nights; therefore, we may ex- 
| pect fruit this year. 


Mr. H. W. Hasselkus says so far it is 


| his opinion that the crop is safe. What will 
| come later if this spell continues he does not 


know, but he is sanguine now of a crop. 
Tonight the ground is frozen stiff and the 

indications are that by morning we will find 

ourselves back into the heart.of winter,
